Dear Harold, 

As requested in your letter of 9/30, I have sent you (under separate cover) 
the two Oswald records from INCA. They are $ 3*98 each, but consider them a 
contribution. All of INCA 1 s currently available printed material is included. 

Oswald's remark about being under the protection of the embassy is in the 
INCA transcript, and is quite obvious on the record. Listen carefully to Oswald's 
curious statement about the "now-defunct CIA" (21H631). Might he have started to 
say something else (e.g. "Cuban" or "Crusade") instead of "CIA," or was there just 
a slip of the tongue? 

I really don't understand the Quigley incident at all. I have noted that the 
interview is repeatedly described as "self-serving" (by Quigley, Belmont, & Hoover : 
WR 436-7, 17H798). Since Oswald did ask for the interview himself, this is really 
saying nothing. I wonder xafcs whether the FBI knew (or guessed) something more 
substantial of Oswald's motives. 

I was aware of some of the items you have mentioned, which indicate DeBrueys' 
importance as a Cuba expert. (That is what got me interested in him.) Please add to 
the memo on DeBrueys xfhich I sent you the following, which is from Bahrner: "The 
report dated October 25, 1963, by Special Agent DeBrueys ( [(copy in] CD 1114) is 
available for research and we shall send you__an electrostatic copy of it. No DeBrueys 
report concerning the interrogation of Lee Harvey Oswald or any information that 
he was present is in the relevant files of tSe Commission...."
